Predicting a long and bitter war 


before the Axis powers are finally 
beaten, Davis M. DeBard, an au- 
thority on 
wartime 
industrial 


problems, told an audience in the 
Rogers 
High School auditorium 


Thursday night that It will take 
combined action 
by the 
armed 


forces and those.on the home front 
to win the war. He said that while 
the Allies have not been outfought 
they have been 
outmanoeuvred. 


Wealth will not stop a tank, he 
said,' in pointing out that industry 
here must work as hard as they 
worked in Germany and Japan in 
preparation for this war. 


Mr. DeBard's subject was "Air 


Raids Over England." He 
illus- 


trated his lecture while slides and 
movies taken during; air raids in 
England. .These were augmented 
by recordings of sounds taken dtir- 
ing an air raid. 


The speaker described the all- 


out war effort of the British. He 
said two out of every three per- 
sons between the ages of-11 and 
65 are on full lime service with the 
armed forces, Industry or civilian 
defense. Single women have been 
drafted for industrial jobs, he said. 
He pointed out that 70 per cent of 
Britain's factory 
workers 
are 


women, some of whom are work- 
ing 56 hours a week. 


Mr. DeBard, who is vice presi- 


dent of .the Stone and Webster 
service corporation, 
was 
intro- 


duced by J C. Enrlc MacLennan, 
vice president and 
general man- 


ager of tlie Newport ' Electric 
Corporation, which, with the Civ- 
ilian Defense Council 
of this 


city, sponsored the lecture. 


The speaker said that strikes 


in Britain .have been practically 
eliminated. Salaries of the work- 
ers are adjusted by 
cost index, 


he said, and 
wages have risen 


about 30 per cent. In offices the 
minimum work week is -16 hours 
and in factories it is 52. 


Compares Types of Homes 


Income taxes, he said, are high 


but explained that 20 per cent of 
the taxes on individual incomes 
will be returned after the war. A 
100 per cent excess 
profits tax 


has wiped out profiteering, 
he

Because telephone communica- 


tions are highly vulnerable to air 
attacks a ' two-way radio system 
and messenger service is used by 
a large number of companies, Mr. 
DeBard explained. He gave 
his 


audience a. picture of what Brit- 
sh utilities have done in spite of 
he fact chat the Germans have 
dropped 
390,000 bombs on 
the 


country and destroyed nbout a 
quarter of Hie nation's 10,000,- 
000 homes. With all tlie disrup- 
tion caused by bombing, few gas 
and electric customers have been 
without service for more than a 
few hours he said. 


Mr. DeBard 
compared British 


and American homes in regard 
to fire bombs. He said that twice 
as many fires would be started 
in 
this 
country 
because 
the 


houses here are chiefly of wood 
construction 
while 
in 
England 


they are of stone.

ASHINGTON - Congressmen 
and other government offi- 


cials interested in the plight ot 
small business are studying re- 
sults of a survey which may be 
the key to what has happened 
and is happening to the nation's 
36.000 automobile dealers. 


Here is an industry which, il 


appears on the surface, the war 
virtually annihilated. With prac- 
tically no cars to sell; parts, tires, 
gasoline and oil rationed; and 
mechanics drafted or lured away 
by higher wages in war indus- 
tries, it was almost inconceiva- 
ble that the auto dealer and ga- 
rage man could stay in business. 


Yet the survey of Joseph W. 


Frazer, an auto company presi- 
dent, indicates such isn't the case 
at all. Frazcr's detailed question- 
naire was sent to more than 2,000 
dealers. If it's a fair sampling, 
more than 72 per ctent of the deal- 
ers will still he in business at the 
end of the duration, and 20 per 
cent of the prospective or actual 
dealer casualties expect lo reopen 
as soon as the war is over.

HIS'20 per cent doubted that 
it could survive but only 8 per 


cent declared definitely that they 
were out o( business now or 
would be before hosjilitics cease. 
That's a good deal different from 
the predictions of a year ago that 
more than half the automobile 
dealers would he bankrupt before 
the end of 1042. 


The greatest mortality rate is 


in (he east where gas rationing 
hos been ill operation for months, 


but it is only 6 per cent greater 
than the rest of the nation. 


Frazer thinks car dealers have 


shown 
unusual ingenuity. An- 


swers to his questionnaires show 
that the automobile men are sell-

blackout supplies in order to pay 
rentals, keep their staffs intact, 
and themselves off the bi'ead line. 
There are, of course, some new 
car sales.

In the heavily popu- 
lated states of New York, Penn- 
sylvania, Michigan and Califor- 
nia, lliis is quite a faclor.

In agricultural dis- 
tricts, many are servicing their 
old customers with dairy and 
poultry feeds.

Washington. 


To meet the demands expected 


to arise from the amended regu- 
lation, manufacturers have 
al 


ready shipped thousands of coal- 
heating stoves into New England. 
This has been possible because the 
War Production Board issued 
an 


order releasing materials for man- 
ufacturing purposes. 


In order 
to purchase a 
coal 


stove, those eligible must sign an 
application and 'indicate that sup- 
plementary 
heat' - i s needed for 


health and comfort. They 
must 


also promise to use the coal stoves 
to full ca'pacity in order to con- 
serve fuel oil and are required to 
pledge that they >vill return the 
savings in fuel oil ration coupons 
to their local ration boards 
at 


the end of the fuel oil rationing 
season. 


The fact that the need for "sup- 


plementary heat" is one of 
the 


tests of eligibility indicates that 
there will be no cut in oil rations 
for those buying coal stoves under 
these conditions.-
